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AS TO A SEPARATE AIR 
FORCE. . 


Suppose that Pershing, Sims, and Mitchell all had 
been on equal footing during the world war, respec- 
tively in command of the American land forces. the 
sea forces, and the forces of the air over both land 
and sea. 

Imagine Pershing, preparing for the St. Mihiel 
drive, forced to submit his plans to the air com- 
mander, who might nullify them because he was 
planning an independent raid of his own by air. 
Such a system could not work. Let your land gen- 
eral mass his troops, prepare his lines of supply, 
set the hour for the attavk. Then comes the air 
commander with the announcement that he cannot 
codperate because he has sent his planes off to 
bomb certain bridge heads, railway stations, and 
munition dumps. 

Admiral Hughes, testifying before~the air com- 
mittee, told what such an independent action would 
mean in actual warfare. 3 

“The air forces must work under the direction 
of the senior man,” he asserted. ‘“‘ He tells them 
when to go and where to go, and then execution of 
his orders is left entirely to their discretion. A 
premature attack of that kind might defeat a whole 
battle if left to some other man to do it.” 

In practice the creation of an air force independ- 
ent of army and navy would give supreme com- 
mand to the flying officer. Far from minimizing 
the importance of aviation, we think it is more 
essential than ever. It is so essential that an army 
or navy without it would be helpless, and the man 
controlling it would be in a position to dictate to 
his fellow commanders on land and sea. We do not 
think such a situation would make for efficiency. 

The whole lesson of the world war pointed to 
unity of command. As small a unit as a division 
is today self-sustaining. It has its own artillery. 
its own hospital corps, its divisional trains, its 
signal corps, its engineers, its motorcycle corps, its 
ambulance corps, and its own aircraft. For the 
routine maneuver in the field the modern division 
ie self-reliant and is commanded by one man. 

We grant this much to Col. Mitchell and his ad- 

herents, that it might be wise to consider the crea- 
tion of a unified and independent bureau of avia- 
tion development and supply. Such a system might 
serve to. inspire initiative and progress in the 
matter of creating up to date material. That is as 
far, however, as we believe the disunion of the air 
forces should be carried. 
Tactically, whether on land or sea, in time of 
peace and in time of war, the air services should, 
whem remain an integral part of their parent 
f ae 


| WANTED: FIXED BRIDGES. 

Maj. Gen. Harry Taylor, chief engineer of the 
war department, upholds Maj. Rufus Putnam, the 
resident engineer, in refusing permission for the 
construction of the outer drive bridge. He says the 
city must. first establish a definite policy with re- 
gard to fixed bridges; and if it decides in favor of 
them it must provide adequate harbor facilities at 
the mouth of the river. 

Chicago now has extensive harbor facilities in 
the Calumet region and it is enlarging them at this 
moment through its contract: with the Nickel Plate 
railroad. Off the mouth of the river it has tne: 
Municipal pier, which could be used far more in- 
tensively than at present. The city as yet has not 
definitely adopted the policy of fixed bridges an4 
here only, so far as we can see, has it been remiss. 
Extensive studies have been made of the proposal, 
the last of them the Griffenhagen report, which 
recommended fixed bridges in five years. To tha 
facts and deductions of the engineers no serious 
objections have been raised and we do not see Why 
the city need delay longer in announcing tts policy 
with respect to the river. 

Once that forward step has been taken, we are 
now assured by Gen. Taylor, work on the outer 
drive may go ahead. If additional harbor facilities 
are required off'the river mouth, they can be con. 
structed at the same time or later. Until the new 
road has been extended through Grant park and 
across the river, the city will derive only a limited 
benefit from it. 


MATTY IS DEAD.

HE public is very well informed on 
certain phases of the blood pres- 
sure question. They know how the 
blood pressure is taken. Most of 

them know the meaning of systolic pres- 
sure, diastolic pressure, and pulse pres- 
sure, 

The insurance companies have been 
largely responsible for their education.

advice to their policyholders on the sub- 
ject. They are responsible for many 
studies of the importance of the subject. 
The longer they can keep policyholders 
paying in, the more prosperous the com- 
pany is.

For 
that matter, the policyholder is also 
against that!

One of these studies of high blood pres- 
sure in relation to life insurance is that 
of Dr. H. M. Frost. Dr. Frost finds that 
blood pressure varies normally about 15 
points. That is, it may be 6 below or up 
to 10 above what is commonly written 
down as normal for a given age, without 
being a matter of interest to a life insur- 
ance company. But people who have 
pressures 10 or more above the accepted 
normals, or the average, are definite 
hazards for the insurance companies. 

Of the large number of péople ex- 
amined for insurance who were between 
15 and 60 yeats of age, 2 per cent, or one 
in fifty, had a blood pressure that was 
enough off to be of interest to the insur- 
ance company. Of these, 6 per cent were 
transient. That is. the condition was 
temporary and slight changes in hygiene 
rectified matters} 2.5 per cent had evi- 
dence of degtnerations of the arteries, 
such as result in apoplexy; 16 per cent 
had kidney trouble, such as Bright’s dis- 
ease. (This ig the group that is in cer- 
tain and great danger.)

THE KAIBAB DEER. 

Chicago, Oct. 5.—Your correspondent, 
Nellie D. Fisk, seems to have the wrong 
impression about the deer of the Kaibab 
forest. 

The Kaibab plateau ig about fifty miles 
long by thirty-five miles wide. It is $9,000 
feet above sea level] and 5,000 feet ahove 
the surrounding country, from which i 
rises in hills and abrupt cliffa Om the 
plateau is a forest in which lives a mag. 
nificent herd of deer. Escape from the 
plateau is made impossible by the deserts 
that surround it. © 

The deer begin to Increase. I ifi2 
there were 9,000 on the plateau. This 
increased to 30,000 by 1924, as estimated 
by the forest service, and has continued 
in the same ratio. Consequently there 
isn’t enough forage. The naumber of 
cattle and sheep grazing was reduced; 
but this did not help, as cattle used a 
different kind of feed, 

Something had to be done, or the deer 
would starve. 

A committee, consisting of representa- 
tives of the Audubon society, the Amer- 
ican Game Protective association, the 


Boone and Crockett club, and.the Amer- 
lean. Live ‘Stock Breeders’ Association, 


. investigated the situation thoroughly.

be reduced fifty per cent. | 

There were three plans for’ this—first, 
that the deer be ¢aptured alive, crated, 
and moved to other ranges in various 
parts of the country; second, by regu- 
lated hunting; and the final recourse to 
be taken, by use of the government 
When the plan 
was broadcast applications for deer came 
from all parts of America. The forest 
service caught the deer, but the Kaibab 
is 200 miles from the nearest railroad, 
and the plan had to be abandoned be- 
cause the crating, hauling, ‘and ship- 
ping were too much for the deer. The 
hunting plan was next. Each man was 
entitled to three deer. In_all, 675 deer 
were killed in a sane, orderly manner, 
under observation of the rangers. 

It is evident that something had to be 
done. It certainly was better to kill the 
required number of deer bdutright than 
to have them slowly starve to death.

Phelan Teaches Boilermakers

James Phelan, who is coaching foot- 
ball his fourth year at Purdué, learned 
the game at Notre Dame. Jimmy 
played quarter back on the Notre 
Dame teams of 1913 to 1916 inclusive 
and was considered one of the best in 
the section in those years. 

Phelan, like many other Notre Dame 
players who have made 
players and teachers of the gridiron 
game, was unheralded on coming out 
for the team. He was just one of the 
many ordinary players of the squad, 
but Phelan’s general knowledge of the 
game, together with his excellent judg- 
ment in the selection of plays, won 
him the position of quarter back in 
1913, his first year, and he held the job 
for four years. 

During his playing days Phelan was 
fairly fast and a clever dodger. He 
was a sure catcher of punts, and his 
keen judgment in the selection of 
plays won for him the confidence of 
other players, with the result there 
were no changed signals once Jimmy 
gave the command. 

After graduating from Notre Dame 
Phelan acted as an assistant coach for 
two years. In 1919 he received the ap- 
pointment as head coach at Missouri, 
where he remained for three years. 
During those threé years Missouri 
was defeated only three times. Jim- 
my’s teams lost to Nebraska, Kanzas, 
and Oklahoma.

USE NEW DEVICE 
TO STORE FRUIT 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 

A new method of packing apples 
is being used this fall in the Mich- 
igan fruit belts around Traverse City, 
Benton Harbor, and Sawyer. Apples 
are scarce and of particularly high 
quality this season, which encourages 
"| growers to put much of their fruit in 
‘| storage. The fruit is sound and will 
keep if properly packed, but to pack 
apples so they will handle well at 
the end of the cold storage season 
has been a tough job. 

> 


The new packing device used by ae 
growers has’ greatly simplified , 4 task of 
putting apples in baskets that are to go into 
cold storage. The difficulty has been in get- 
ting a ring face, bulge pack that would re- 

in the basket after shrinkage 

. The new packing forms make 

this possible and reduces the time in put- 
ting up the bulge pack. 


~~ 

The form, made of steel, resembies a bae- 
ket in general outline. When in use it is 
turned upside down and the packer starts 
with the, facing form first. It is made of 
steel rims forming circular compartments that 
take apples of different sizes, depending upon 
the grade—2\%,. 2%, and 3 inches in diameter. 
Thin steel fingers standing in a circle form 
the outside, so that when the pack is com- 


apples sufficiently bulged to be tight after 
serinkage in cold storage. Growers who are 
using these forms claim that labor is mate- 
rially reduced.
